Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  1974  Minutes 


Following  are  Minutes  of  the  1974  Sessions  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  which  have  not  already 
been  published  in  the  September  Bulletin.  These 
Minutes  were  approved. 

2.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  wishes  to  tell  Marian 
Sanders  as  we  enjoy  the  fruits  of  her  labors  and 
talents  in  leading  the  Children’s  Program  at  Yearly 
Meeting  since  1972  that  we  miss  her.  It  is  only 
now  that  we  realize  the  full  extent  of  her 
contribution  which  we  have  taken  for  granted  over 
the  years.  We  wish  her  well  in  her  new  life  at 
Pendle  Hill,  with  love  and  gratitude. 

3.  Executive  Committee— 3,  action  providing 
for  two  recording  clerks  and  Nominating 
Committee’s  recommendation  of  Marilyn  Heilman 
for  1974. 

4.  When  one  or  more  monthly  or  regional 
meetings  have  worked  on  a concern  and  built  up  a 
foundation  of  essential  background  information, 
and  reached  a clear  conclusion  embodied  in  a 
proposed  minute,  the  minute  should  be  forwarded 
to  the  appropriate  PYM  committee,  with  a copy  to 
the  Clerk  of  PYM.  The  committee  will  consider 
this  minute,  modifying  it  if  necessary  for 
presentation  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Other  concerns,  which  have  not  been 
seasoned  in  this  manner,  should  be  presented  to 
the  clerk  of  the  appropriate  PYM  committee  as  far 
in  advance  of  Yearly  Meeting  as  possible. 
Ordinarily  these  committees  have  the  option  of 
consolidating  these  concerns  and  referring  them 
back  to  Monthly  Meetings  for  further  seasoning, 
or,  finding  general  consensus,  developing  them  for 
presentation  at  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

5.  At  the  recommendation  of  Representative 
Committee,  Yearly  Meeting  requests  that  all 
Monthly  Meetings  hold  an  orientation  for  all  who 
\yill  attend  Yearly  Meeting  in  future  years  in  order 
to  acquaint  newcomers  in  particular  with  the 
many  opportunities  at  Yearly  Meeting  and  to 
prevent  their  becoming  overwhelmed  by  the 
wealth  here  to  be  appreciated. 

6.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  will  sponsor  a 
seminar  to  concentrate  on  Peace  Studies  at  the 
Elementary  and  Intermediate  School  level  to  be 
held  at  Quaker  Center,  Ben  Lomond,  Fall  1975. 

8.  (To  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the  United 


States,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Secretary  of 
Defense,  the  appropriate  media,  and  to  the 
Monthly  Meetings  for  use  in  local  areas.) 

The  previous  administration  repeatedly  used 
the  phrase,  “the  war  in  Vietnam  is  over.” 

We  call  to  your  attention,  Mr.  President,  that 
tliis  statement  is  not  true.  The  war  in  Vietnam  is 
not  over.  People  are  still  dying  by  the  thousands. 
Civilian  populations  are  suffering  horribly  in  a war 
that  continues  unabated.  Prisoners  are  still  being 
held  under  cruel  conditions. 

The  United  States  bears  a heavy 
responsibility  in  tliis  situation.  Our  government  is 
still  giving  massive  financial  support  to  both  the 
military  and  civilian  components  of  the  South 
Vietnam  government.  Moreover,  the  United  States 
has  failed  to  live  up  to  its  obligations  under  the 
Paris  Peace  Agreements,  notably  in  violation  of 
Articles  2,  4,  5 and  9. 

Tlie  war  in  Vietnam  drags  on.  Tliere  is  no 
peace  — honorable  or  otherwise.  We  urge  you  to 
end  our  involvement  in  this  war  now. 

9.  (The  Quaker  team  at  the  United  Nations 
presently  is  engaged  in  diplomatic  work.  No 
non-governmental  organization  at  the  U.N.  sees 
enliglitenment  at  home  as  a task.  Endorsing  a 
minute  from  New  Zealand  Yearly  Meeting:) 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends  urges  the  addition  of  a staff 
member  to  Quaker  United  Nations  Organization, 
whose  job  it  will  be  to  involve  Friends  in  the  work 
of  the  U.N.,  and  the  task  of  increasing  public  and 
governmental  support  for  strengthening  the  U.N. 
so  that  it  can  achieve  its  purposes  by: 

1)  encouraging  Friends  to  become  U.N. 
volunteers  and  supplying  the  information 
necessary  to  those  who  wish  to  apply; 

2)  encouraging  Friends  in  each  country  to 
lobby  their  own  governments,  urging 
support  and  strengthening  of  tlie  U.N.; 

3)  supply  such  information  and  action 
bulletins  as  would  keep  Friends 
constructively  engaged; 

4)  generally  promoting  Friends’  awareness 
of  what  they  can  do  to  help  the  U.N. 
serve  the  needs  of  the  growing  world 
community.

Financial  Responsibility 

When  our  Treasurer  described  his  report  and 
the  budget  in  historical  context  at  PYM  last 
August,  it  appeared  that  we  had  built  a reserve  of 
some  $20,000  (approximately  one  year’s  operating 
expenses)  by  1968,  and  that  increasing  costs  have 
eaten  that  reserve  to  the  vanishing  point  while  we 
have  clung  until  mid- 1974  to  our  $7  per  meeting 
member  assessment.  He  diffidently  recommended 
a $2  increase  in  assessment,  which  would  have 
erased  any  reserve  for  sure,  and  necessitated 
coming  back  to  the  general  session  in  1975  to 
request  a further  increase  in  the  face  of  a deficit. 

We  can  run  below  the  break-even  point  for  a 
time,  of  course,  but  that  seems  to  be  folly  when 
unencumbered  reserves  have  vanished.  If  we  run 
this  close  to  the  bone,  we  do  not  allow  for  errors 
in  our  estimates  or  open  doors  for  unforeseen 
opportunities.  We  learned  that  New  York  Yearly 
Meeting  requires  a per-member  contribution  of 
$15,  and  in  addition  members  pay  a Quarterly 
Meeting  contribution  of  $5,  not  the  $1  yearly  tax 
we  levy,  for  example,  in  the  College  Park  Quarter. 

Our  Treasurer  was  rendered  almost  speechless 
by  a request  from  the  floor  for  the  break-even 
figure,  but  he  was  ready  for  this  question  as  for  all 
others:  $12  per  year  per  Monthly  Meeting 

member.  He  was  stunned  by  our  decision  to  affirm 
responsibility  in  adopting  the  $12  figure. 

In  spite  of  his  surprise,  that  Treasurer  produced 
forthwith  the  new  budget  which  we  present  to  you 
in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  and  he  had  it 
mimeographed  in  final  form  the  next  day.  We 
expect  that  you  may  greet  the  new  contribution 
figure  with  shock,  but  hope  that  you  will  take 
satisfaction,  as  we  do,  in  a budget  which  represents 
financial  responsibility.  R.R.S.

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Notes  on  PYM  Budget 
1974-75 

The  most  striking  change  in  YM  finances  this 
year  was  the  decision  to  raise  the  quota  from  $7  to 
$12  per  adult  member.  This  rise  is  certainly  large 
and  will  undoubtedly  be  difficult  to  meet,  but 
Friends  need  to  remember  that  it  has  been  9 years 
since  the  last  quota  increase.  During  the  last  6 
years  we  have  had  deficit  budgets,  and  during  the 
last  two  years  actual  expenses  have  exceeded 
income. 

The  budgeted  increase  in  income  from 
contributions  reflects  this  quota  change.  Even  so, 
balancing  the  1974-75  budget  calls  for  a transfer 
from  general  fund  reserves  of  $2,149  out  of  an 
available  $5,495. 

Several  other  items  show  substantial  changes 
from  last  year.  Bulletin  costs  are  up  again  this  year 
due  to  an  increase  in  the  Editor’s  salary  and 
anticipated  inflationary  increases  in  printing  costs: 
$1300.  The  net  cost  of  yearly  meeting  sessions 
rose  about  $1,000  in  1974,  and  is  reflected  in  this 
year’s  budget.  St.  Mary’s  has  increased  fees,  and 
attendance  tliis  year  was  100  less  than  last  year’s 
650.  There  were  also  more  campers  this  year  than 
ever  before. 

Eour  items  are  of  some  interest  under 
Committee  expenses  in  this  budget.  Tlie 
Committee  on  Organization,  having  performed 
well  during  the  gestation  that  led  to  the  birth  of 
North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  was  laid  down 
resulting  in  a $560  budgetary  saving.  However,  a 
new  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Aging  was  added  with 
a budget  of  $250.  The  Bulletin  Committee  has  a 
budget  for*  the  first  time  to  cover  its  travel  needs. 
The  Site  Committee’s  new  budget  reflects  Eriends’ 
interest  in  finding  a less  costly  YM  site.  And 
Conference  Travel  allowances  were  increased  to 
the  Faith  and  Life  Conference  in  Indianapolis,  the 
Reunion  of  Eriends  in  Mexico,  and  the  planning 
sessions  for  a Western  Hemisphere  Friends 
Conference. 

These  are  not  the  only  changes  in  this  year’s 
budget,  but  they  are  the  largest  and  perhaps  the 
most  important.  Overall,  it  is  apparent  that  PYM 
still  has  broad-ranging  and  expanding  interests, 
most  of  which  cost  money.  Costs  are  up  also 
because  since  the  formation  of  the  North  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  we  are  fewer  in  number  in  PYM, 
and  costs  do  not  cut  back  proportionately  with 
smaller  numbers.  Facing  up  to  higher  costs  is 
always  difficult,  but  the  Yearly  Meeting  lias 
accepted  the  responsibility  of  sound  financing.

Marjorie  Sykes,  English-Quaker-Gandhian  and 
Indian  citizen,  is  a vital,  dynamic  person, 
unusually  articulate,  with  a keen,  penetrating 
mind,  a sensitive  spirit  and  deep  spiritual 
resources.  She  has  taught  in  Tagore’s  international 
university  at  Santineketan  and  Gandhi’s  ashram  at 
Sevagram  where  she  was  in  charge  of  teacher 
training  in  Basic  Education.  Marjorie  herself  leads 
a life  of  great  simplicity  and  would  be  an  ideal 
resource  person  for  groups  wanting  to  discuss  the 
Simple  Life. 

Marjorie  has  a deep  appreciation  of  Indian  life 
and  culture,  and  has  much  to  say  to  Eriends  about 
our  relation  to  other  religions.  As  editor  of  the 
Eriendly  Way,  she  has  contacts  in  many  Asian 
countries,  and  has  been  asked  by  the  Eriend  in  the 
Orient  Committee  to  visit  various  areas  of  Quaker 
concern  on  the  Pacific  Rim  en  route  to  the  United 
States  and  bring  us  news  of  Eriends  in  these 
countries  as  well  as  of  those  in  India. 

Marjorie  Sykes  will  be  traveling  throughout 
PYM  and  NYPM  during  January,  Eebruary,  and 
early  March,  starting  in  early  January  in  NYPM 
and  working  her  way  South  — time  divided 
according  to  the  requests  that  come  for  her  visits.

10.  (To  Judge  Benjamin  Myrin,  Old  Federal 
Building,  Los  Angeles  90012,  and  to  our  Members 
of  Congress:) 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends  (Quakers)  strongly  urges  that 
the  South  Vietnamese  students  involved  in  the 
hearing  August  15th  be  granted  permission  to 
remain  in  this  country. 

Tliese  students  were  brought  here  by  U.S. 
initiative  and  funding  to  study  and  participate  in 
our  American  way  of  life.  Now  they  face 
imprisonment,  torture  and  almost  certain  death 
because  their  government  disapproves  of  their 
participation  in  our  freedom  of  political 
expression.  If  we  do  not  stand  behind  them,  the 
world  will  doubt  the  reality  of  our  democratic 
freedoms. 

11.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  asks  its  Monthly 
Meetings  to  study  legal  alternatives  to  paying  taxes 
for  military  purposes  and  recommends  as  a 
resource  the  World  Peace  Tax  Fund  Steering 
Committee,  P.O.  Box  1447,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan 
48106. 

12.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  asks  its  Monthly 
Meetings  to  send  funds  to:  Coretta  Scott  King, 
President,  Martin  Luther  King  Center  for  Social 
Change,  234  Sunset  Ave.,  NW,  Atlanta,  Georgia 
30314. 

14.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends  supports  the  Supreme  Court 
Decision  legalizing  abortion.  This  decision  affirms 
the  right  of  individuals  to  choose  whether  or  not 
to  bear  children.  Attempts  to  reinstate  laws 
prohibiting  abortion  are  unjust  and  unenforceable. 
They  compel  women  to  bear  unwanted  children  or 
to  seek  illegal  abortions  regardless  of  the  medical 
hazards  and  suffering  involved.  By  severely 
limiting  access  to  safe  abortions  such  laws  have  the 
effect  of  discriminating  against  the  poor.  When, 
through  contraceptive  or  human  failure,  an 
unacceptable  pregnancy  occurs,  we  believe  that  a 
profound  regard  for  unborn  human  life  must  be 
weiglied  alongside  an  equally  profound  regard  for 
full  formed  personhood.  The  theological  and 
scientific  views  on  when  human  life  begins  are  so 
numerous  and  varied  that  one  particular  view 


should  not  be  forced  on  society  through  its  legal 
system.  Rather,  this  moral  decision  should  be  a 
matter  of  individual  conscience. 

15.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  joins  with  other 
groups  across  the  country  in  supporting  a 
moratorium  on  the  construction  of  new  detention 
facilities  for  at  least  ten  years  during  which  time 
all  suggested  alternatives  to  incarceration  should 
be  fully  explored. 

We  recognize  that  some  of  the  planned 
institutions  are  intended  to  replace  existing  ones 
whose  obsolescence  has  become  obvious  and 
whose  inadequacy  and  inhuman  conditions 
Friends  themselves  have  for  many  years  helped  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  a wider  public. 

We  believe,  however,  that  the  roots  of  the 
evil  of  our  present  penal  system  — its  recognized 
failure  to  rehabilitate  prisoners,  its  dehumanizing 
effect  on  both  the  incarcerated  and  the  guards,  its 
disruptive  effect  on  the  families  of  those 
incarcerated  — go  too  deep  to  be  eradicated  by  the 
construction  of  new  facilities. 

We  therefore  consider  most  if  not  all 
further  construction  of  prisons  and  jails  as  not 
only  unnecessary  but  also  as  counterproductive. 
We  feel  that  most  of  the  intended  purposes  would 
be  better  served  by  a systematic  reduction  of  the 
prison  population  and  by  making  the  resulting 
fiscal  savings  available  for  the  study  and 
implementation  of  alternatives  to  incarceration. 
Possibilities  for  such  reduction  are  outlined, 
among  others,  in  the  study  entitled  “Struggle  for 
Justice”  of  the  American  Friends  Service 
Committee. 

16.  Article  II  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation 
of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Holding  Corporation 
shall  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 


ARTICLE  II 

The  specific  purpose  in  which  this 
corporation  is  primarily  to  engage  is  the  receiving, 
holding,  administering,  managing,  investing, 
reinvesting  and  disposing  of  property,  real  and 
personal,  of  and  for  certain  religious,  beneficial, 
charitable  and  educational  societies  and 
associations,  to  wit:  The  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of 
the  Religious  Society  of  Friends;  any  of  its 
subordinate  Meetings  and  any  association, 
organized  in  sympathy  with  and  in  aid  of  its,  or 
their,  religious,  charitable,  educational  or 
benevolent  objects  under  the  control  of  said 
Yearly  Meeting  or  any  of  its  subordinate  Meetings.

18.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  commends 
Senator  Alan  Cranston  for  his  concern  over  the 
repressive  regime  in  Korea.  We  encourage  the 
application  of  section  32  of  the  current  U.S. 
Foreign  Aid  Act  which  provides  no  assistance  will 
be  given  governments  who  imprison  political 
dissenters.  To  Henry  Kissinger  we  urge  the  United 
States  to  change  its  policy  in  South  Korea.  The 
U.S.  now  provides  considerable  support  for  the 
oppressive  Park  Regime  and  we  bear  much 
responsibility  for  its  brutal  and  dictatorial  acts. 
Until  a real  improvement  in  the  civil  and  religious 
liberties  in  the  Republic  of  Korea  takes  place,  we 
urge  the  withholding  of  U.S.  aid.  And  to  Senator 
John  Tunney,  et  al,  we  ask  support  of  the  move  of 
Senator  Church  and  Congressman  Fraser  to  reduce 
or  eliminate  aid  to  South  Korea.

40,.  The  grand  jury  system,  assured  by  the 
Fifth  Amendment  of  the  U.S.  Constitution,  was 
originally  cast  for  the  protection  of  the  individual 
citizen  from  over-zealous  prosecutors.  This 
guarantee,  however,  has  been  weakened 
considerably  by  the  Organized  Crime  Control  Act 
of  1968  and  the  Safe  Street  Act  of  1970  which 
fundamentally  changed  the  grand  jury  into  a new 
and  powerful  weapon  in  the  hands  of  federal 
prosecutors.  Under  the  new  laws,  it  has  become 
legal  for  a federal  prosecutor  to  call  and  question 
witnesses  under  circumstances  that  are  in  violation 
of  the  original  intent  of  protection. 

For  tliis  reason.  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
supports  the  goals  of  the  Coalition  to  End  Grand 
Jury  Abuse  (a  coalition  of  the  AFSC  and  the 
ACLU)  and  two  Congressional  Bills  addressed  to 
this  concern:  HR  9837  and  HR  8461. 
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
